Rockefeller called today for

ev er. fell far short of meeting 
demands for massiv e doses of 
aid to edu cation and welfare, 
which Rockefeller and the econ 
omy 
minded leg islatu re cu t 
back last y ear. 
The g ov ernor said the bu dg et 
was “ realistic” and “ responsi­ 
bly answers to the citizens of 
New York State for their .teeds 
and concerns.” 
As in past y ears, the g reatest 
portion of the bu dg et is con 
su med by local assistance 
ernment terminolog y for 
aid. Under the proposal, 
assistance 
wou ld 
climb 
$3.7 billion to $4.09 billion 
Rou g hly 10 per cent of the $1 
billion increase was earm arked 
for pay raises for pu blic em ­ 
ploy es. along with the repay ­ 
ment of bond borrowing s. The 
remainder w a s dev oted to su ch 
prog rams as ex pansion of su ch 
prog rams as the State Univ ersi­ 
ty 
sy stem, 
hig h 
constru ction, 
health and conserv ation. 
The g ov ernor based his bu d 
g et on the anticipation of larg e

The income tax rev enu es will 
be inflated this y ear by the tax 
increases approv ed by the 19 6 8 
leg islatu re which took effect in

Under the new law, the tax is 
imposed at rates rang ing 
rom 
2 per cent on the first $1,000 of 
net tax able income to a max i­ 
mu m of 14 per cent on tax able 
incomes abov e $23,000. Prior to 
19 6 9 . the max imu m rate was 10 
per cent on tax able income in 
ex cess of $15,000. 
Rockefeller also ex pressed op­ 
timism that the nation's econo­ 
my wou ld recov er from the cu r 
rent slowdown by the middle of 
the y ear, leading to an easing 
of federal fiscal and monetary 
restraints.

er spending . Rockefeller said. 
He attribu ted this to the strike 
ag ainst General Electric, which 
has affected many u pstate com 
m u nities.

cipated increases in welfare en­ 
rollments that did not occu r. 
Rockefeller's pledg e to refrain 
from tax boosts was desig ned to 
please the lawmakers, who. like 
the g ov ernor, face election cam ­ 
paig ns this y ear. 
The g ov ernor ou tlined a $223 
prog ram for edu cation, inclu d­ 
ing colleg es, du ring the 19 70 71 
fiscal y ear. 
Of this amou nt, abou t $110 
million was dev oted to an in­ 


crease in the shared-aid ceiling 
from $76 0 to $9 00. This is the 
amou nt toward which the state 
will share with local districts in 
the edu cation of a pu pil each 
y ear. 
Rockefeller also proposed that 
the state share 47 per cent of 
operating ex penses of a school 
district of av erag e wealth. 
This is a drop from the 49 per 
cent lev el now prov ided by the 
state. Under the economies en­ 
acted by the 19 6 9 leg islatu re, 
this aid was schedu led to be re­ 
du ced to 46 per cent in the >970- 
71 fiscal y ear. 
The chairman of the leg isla­ 
tiv e committee on edu cation al­ 
ready has recommended a $16 5 
million 
increase 
for 
local 
schools and Democrat minority 
leaders hav e proposed a $29 5 - 
million prog ram. 
Rockefeller left some leeway 
in the method of distribu ting 
state aid to schools, bu t he stip­ 
u lated that it shou ld be no more 
than the amou nt he su g g ested. 
Other spending proposals for 
edu cation inclu ded $52 million 
for state u niv ersity operations, 
inclu ding a prog ram to help stu ­ 
dents meet tu ition costs: 
$38 
million for State Univ ersity and 
commu nity colleg e instru ction; 
$20 million to help commu nity 
colleg es, and $8 million to aid 
priv ate colleg es. 
He tu rned a financial cold 
shou lder to the demands of the 
may ors of the state’s six larg est 


cities for 
larg e 
increases 
in 
state aid. He proposed limited 
increases of aid in certain pro 
g rams, bu t not in the amou nts 
they wanted. 
In welfare, he asked for $40 
million in additional fu nds to 
pay for medicaid and a 10 oer 
cent increase in pay ments to 
the state’s 1.4 billion welfare re­ 
cipients. 
He recommended an ex pendi­ 
tu re of $110 million to pay for 
salary increases and ex panded 
fring e benefits for the state's 
state’s pu blic workers. 
Rockefeller also recommend­ 
ed an additional: 
—$105 million for constru ction 
of mass transportation facili­ 
ties. 
—$6 5 million in increased aid 
to cities. 
—$42 million for mental health, 
inclu ding aid 
to commu nities 
for local serv ices, constru ction 
of state facilities and improv ed 
care. 
—$38 million to pay for debt 
serv ice — installments to repay 
bond borrowing s. 
—$19 million for constru ction 
of state office bu ilding s and to 
pay for lease pu rchase ag ree­ 
ments—the leasing of bu ilding s 
in retu rn for fu tu re ownership. 
Of this amou nt, abou t $10 mil­ 
lion wou ld be u sed for the Sou th 
Mall state office bu ilding in Al­ 
bany , thu s increasing the lease- 
pu rchase ag reement in the nex t 
y ear to $2 7 million.

The headliners 
emphasized that the job market 
appears to be slowing down, that unemploy ment held 
steady near its post Korean w ar low in December at an 
adjusted rate of 3.4 per cent, a shade ov er the 18 month 
low of 3.9 per cent set earlier in 19 69 . That seemed to 
g iv e a confused picture of the nation’s economy . 
But the fact which seemed ev en more important is 
that, for the y ear as a whole, total employ ment rose by 
two million jobs—the big g est g ain in three y ears—to 
7 7 .9 million. The increase occurred early in the y ear, 
when tig ht labor market conditions and fav orable em ­ 
ploy ment opportunities drew’ a larg e number of new 
workers into the labor force, said the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 
BLS is not g iv en to forecasting , but in recording 
facts. So we do not know what will happen in the job 
market this y ear. We can point out. howev er, that the 
rise in unemploy ment ex pected, because tig ht money 
was g oing to reduce production, has not ev entuated. An­ 
other two million new jobs in 19 7 0 will take the labor 
force up to 80 million, a fig ure that has long been the 
g oal of economists. 
We want to see more jobs for more people, but we 
also want to see inflation curbed and that means hig her 
unemploy ment. This is what we mean by a confused 
picture of economy . 
Crime-Busting Block 


The city of Washing ton. D. C.. has earned an unpleas­ 
ant distinction for crime in the streets. One block, after 
becoming the play g round for purse snatchers, house­ 
breakers. mug g ers, auto break-ins and armed robbers 
did something about it last Nov ember. They decided to 
install floodlig hts, cut shrubbery down to knee hig h, 
prune trees of shadow-casting boug hs and establish a 
nig httime escort serv ice for residents. 
The result has been phenomenal. In October, there 
had been eig ht assaults in front of homes in the block, 
a near fatal shooting , sev eral housebreaking s and a rash 
of purse snatching s. In the first ten weeks after the 
floodlig hts were installed, only one crime was reported, 
an afternoon purse snatching . 
The 35 houses in the 1800 block of Wy oming Av enue 
NW is a neig hborhood that separates slums and show- 
places. 
It is completely integ rated. 
Neig hbors joined 
in the anti-crime defense irrespectiv e of race. They hav e 
pointed the way to halt street crime in an urban com­ 
munity when neig hbors are determined and willing to 
take matters into their ow n hands. 
Oil Stov e Fires 


With the current spell of frig id weather, there is a 
tendency on the part of ev ery one to push their heating 
facilities to their limits in order to keep their homes 
comfortable. Each winter there is a wav e of disastrous 
fires resulting in a hig h loss of life. Many of these fires 
orig inated from oil stov es. 
But any ty pe of heating 
equipment can be dang erous if not properly desig ned, 
installed, maintained and operated. 
People who use oil stov es as additional heating units 
during zero weather should see that the heater is placed 
on a lev el space and in a location where there is mini­ 
mum dang er that it will be knocked ov er. It also should 
be placed sev eral feet away from combustible surfaces. 
The oil heater should not be left burning when nobody 
is at home.

are soon going to swamp ou t 
ev ery body else. 
A stu dy made for the Urban 
Affairs Cou ncil went bey ond 
the 
college 
age 
to 
more 
broadly defined y ou th— all 
those Americans 
14 to 25. 
There are p resently some 39 
million in this category , abou t 
twice as many as were in the 
bracket in 1900. 
B y 
1985. 
the 
su rv ey 
forecasts, this p op u lation age 
grou p is ex p ected to reach 4 6 
million. 
The 
gain 
sou nds 
imp ressiv e, bu t the ev idence 
is that most other age grou p s 
will 
also 
be 
growing 
su b­ 
stantially in that 15 -y ear sp an. 
The significant figu re is a 
p e r c e n t a ge 
calcu lation. 
Desp ite a p redicted 7 - million 
gain in nu m bers in the 14 - 
25 age sector, the p rop ortion 
of such y outh to the total 


p op u lation will rem ain where 
it is now and has long been— 
arou nd 20 p er cent. 
This colu mn often before 
has scotched the idea that 
the U.S. p op u lation is growing 
steadily y ou nger.

But precisely who are dead, 
who are aliv e and who a rt 
prisoners is known only to the 
enemy . 
What is known, howev er, is 
that those who are prisoners 
are not hav ing a g ood time 
of it. Their diet is meag er, 
t h e i r 
medical 
treatment 
crude, 
their 
captors 
often 
cruel—and their liv ing con­ 
ditions larg ely a mess. 
The Allied command in the 
war 
has 
done 
ev ery thing 
possible to pressure or shame 
the Communists into handling 
c a p t i v e s 
with 
decency . 
Perhaps the most important 
thing the Allies hav e done 
along this line is to set up 


ex emplary prisoner camps ef 
their own. 
Like the one here in Pleiku. 
The local camp is one ef 
aix in the country . It cov ert 
sev eral dozen acres ef a cool 
hilltop. It houses 1,100 of tha 
more 
than 
30,000 
enemy 
captiv es now in South Viet­ 
nam. 
And the place is not only 
adequate. 
It’s almost pleasant 
The camp commander is 39 - 
y ear-old, 
U.S.-trained. 
Maj. 
Ng uy en Van Phan. He's a 
military 
cop. 
He 
doesn't 
necessarily like his prisoners, 
but he does ev ery thing but 
somersault 
to 
treat 
them 
according 
to 
humanitarian 
dictates. 
Incoming 
prisoners 
are 
checked ov er medically and 
psy cholog ically . 
They 
are 
photog raphed 
and 
fing er­ 
printed. Copies of the per­ 
tinent information is quickly
